Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The preamble of claim 1 calls for a power supply module. However, the body of the claim recites 
a power supply module and a main module. The preamble should be changed to reflect that more 
than just a power supply module is being claimed. Further, the battery and the detector element 
are not structurally connected to other elements in the claim. Where is the battery and detector 
element located with respect to the power supply module and main module? Also, the switching 
element is only inferentially mentioned in the claim. This situation renders the claim vague as to 
whether or not applicant intends to include the element in the claim, especially since the switching 
element is positively mentioned in claims 21,22.
